CHICAGO, June 20.—Testimony 


of two witnesses called by the de- 
fense in the William Darling Shep-+ 
herd murden trial was diverted 


with such sucdess by the prosecu- 
tion that the defense forced an aft- 
ernoon session of court in an ef- 
fort to regain its lost grourd. 

Walter Smith, formerly janitor 
at the National University of Scien> 
ces, a small school run by Charles 
C, Faiman, testified upon direct 
examination that n live germs 
were about the school, but upon 
cross-examination, admitted that 
he had seen racks full of test tubes 
and that for all he knew they 
might have contained germs being 
propagated. 

He was followed upon the wit- 
ness stand by Dr. Frederick O. 
Tonney, director of the laboratory 
of the Chicago Health Department. 

For an hour under guidance of 
defense counsel! the laboratory head 
gave testimony,in direct contra- 
diction of that given by Faiman, 
the chief witness against Shepherd, 
but when the prosecution began 
questioning the entire status of his 
testimony was changed. 

Afternoon Session Held. 

Five minutes before time for the 
usual Saturday adjournment, Wil- 
liam Scott Stewart, chief of de- 
fense counsel, appealed to Judge 
Thomas J. Lynch for an afternoon 
session. 

“It would never do for the jury, 
to have the week-end to discuss 
this testimony,” appealed Stewart. 
“Your honor, it would be unfair 
to the defense. We should come 
back this afternoon and clean up 
this matter.” 

aiman testified earlier in the 
week that after Shepherd had in- 
dicated interest in a course of 
criminal bacteriology in his/ tnst:- 
tution, he gave Shepherd three 
test tubes filled with live typhoid 
germs, learned later that Shepherd

The prosecution handed Dr. Ton- 
ney some test tubes and other 
necessary laboratory articles and 
had the witness pantomime a trans- 
fer of germs. 

“It is one of those things which 
looks easy, but which requirés skill 
and practice,” said the doctor.

“But it would be very easy for a 
man to innoculate a person with 
the germs if he had them?” asked

JACKSON, Tenn., June 20.—The 
trail of J. Will Ross, Federal Judge 
of the Western District of Tennes- 
see, is winding in and around the 
record of the once prosperous Peo- 
ple’s Savings Bank of Jackson, now 
wrecked with a shortage of $480,- 
000 and possibly $400,000 and even 
more confronting its stockholders 
and depositors. 

Two more drafts bearing the 
name of the Judge have come to 
light. These two total $22,789. One 
was drawn on Judge Ross by T. B. 
Carroll for $11,983.34. It was not 
paid. 

The other was supposed to have 
been drawn by Judge Ross on 
Frank 8S. Elgin during the time he 
was Federal receiver for the Mém- 
phis Street Railway Co. It is for 


$106,806. 
The first draft bears the date 
Feb. 17, 1923. The draft bearing 


Ross’ name as drawer was dated 
two days later—Feb. 19, 1923. It 
was not paid. 

Deposiit of $300,000 at Issue. 

When the Memphis Street Ratl-

Will Lift an Airplane 
Without Running Start

Colorado Man’s Propeller Device Being Tested 
by the Ford Aeronautical Interests 
at Detroit.

DETROIT, Mich., June 20.—The 
invention of James A. Horne of 
Estes Park. Colo, of a self-weather- 
ing aircraft paddle wheel propeller 
of four variable thrusts is being 
tested here at the suggestion of 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey of Denver 
by the Ford aeronautical interests 
and engineers of the aircraft de- 
velopment corporation. ) 
An electricaliy operated model 
has attracted scores of experts to} 
Horne’s suite in the Book-Cadillac 
Hotel. It has also been demon- 
strated before Gen. Mason Patrick, 
chief of the Air Service, and Ad- 
miral Moffatt, chief of the Navy 
Bureau of Aeronautics, and 150 of- 
ficers, pilots and engineers at 
Washington. 

How System Is Operated. 
Horne’s air propulsion system 
consists of units of two or more 
pairs of revolving blades geared to 
a single engine of a given power 
desired for a certain speed and 
Service. They are operated fore 
and aft in the direction of the line 
of flight much like the paddles of 
an old-time side-wheel steamboat. 

The two blades of a unit are 
mounted on the sides of the plane 
and opposite each other on arms 
extended from a center revolving

“The prolongation of individual 
lives by medicine, surgery and gen- 
eral scientific knowledge has led 
many persons to hope that the 
present maximum length of life 
may be greatly extended in the fu- 
ture, so that men may once more 
reach the reputed ages of the pa- 
triarchs.

CONFERENCE TO DEAL 
WITH AIR CONGESTION 


Limiting the Number of’ Sta- 
fions Will Be One Sugges- 
tion at Washington 
Meeting, 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—The 
Fourth National Radio Conference 
which will be called by Secretary 
Hoover to meet in Washington 
during September wil] have put be- 
fore it one of the hardest prob- 
lems yet submitted to any of these 
previous annual events. 

Because of the rapid increase in 
the number of class B broadcast- 
ing stations, a definite policy will 
have to be formulated as to the 


disposition of new class B appli- 


cations for wave lengths. The 
conference may be asked to go on 
record as favoring a limitation of 


stations. 

That there will be a fight over 
the proposition, no one doubts. 
Government officials at Washing- 
ton are divided on the proposal, 
some favoring with others disap- 
proving. 

Of course, the approval of the 
Fourth National Radio Conference 
to such a scheme would not make 
it a law. Before it could be en- 
forced, Congréss must enact legis- 
lation giving the Government the 
power to limit the number of sta- 
tions. 


Since it has been impossible to 
date to pass through Congress 
radio legislation against which 
there was practically no opposi- 
tion, it may take some time to 
enact a bill for which there is con- 
siderable opposition. 

Unless some such law limitiaz 
the number of stations is enacted, 
there will be much confusion and 
interference during the next yer: 
While the total number of broad- 
casting stations has not materially 
increased, the number of class B 
stations has jumped from arouni 
50 last year to 88 at present. As 
there are less than 47 class B wave

The effective operation of any 


vacuum tube is not governed by 


the brilliancy of the filament. As 
a matter of fact, one should never 
use the brililancy of the filament 
as an indicator that the tube is 
working properly. Modern vacuum 
tubes have a coating placed over 
the filament which greatly in- 
creases the electron emission. The 
filament merely serves as a heater 
to generate the emission of elec- 
trons. One will find that with 
tubés using the coated filament 
gov- 
erned by the filament burning out, 
but by the loss or deterioration of 
the coating on the filament. When 
this happens the tubes will remain 
lit, but no signals will be heard.

Seems Nothing Can Save 
Heroine—and Then Nothing 
Does?

NEW YORK, June 20. 

HE plots of plays seem to be 

devised for timorous people. 

The longshot always wins. A 

good little man can beat an evil 
giant any night at all—in the 
playhouse. Vice never triumphs. 
The victory of virtue is certain. 
And this universal desire for a 
world set right represents mans 
inclination to encourage himself 
for the fact that the universe in 
which he slosoes around is much 
too big to handle. He whistles to 
keep his courage up and says to 
Himself: ‘‘Sust you wait until the 
last act and see your troubles fly 
away.” 

The curious part of this is that 
the advice is by ng means unsound. 
The faith of humanity in the un- 
der-dog has made that animal a 
fearfully dangfrous and success- 
ful fighter. But ofter. In these 
plays of ours, the hero does not ac- 
tually escape from predicaments 
by his own efforts. Some namelers 
and unexpected champion eprings 
to his defense And that ien't all 
nonsense either. There are such 
errants wandering about. Many 
a man has come through life and 
dangers with more than tolerable 
success by the simple process of 
following the motto, “Let &8t. 
George do it.” 

Propaganda for Dragons. 
TIL, I think the plays and 
the books can carry this theory 

of the inevitable triumph of weak 
people and little ones too far. I'm 
not entirely in favor of it. The 
world might. well become a place 
where no person more than six feet 
in height would be safe from the 
taunts of «swaggering pygmies. The 
theory that size and strength are 
nothing makes fatherhood, an ex- 
tremely difficult job under the 
most favorable conditions, harder 
than Hiow can a father en- 
force authority . except by 
rearing and towering over his 
children’ 

The time for propaganda in fe- 
vor of dragons, giants and villaine 
in general has arrived: IT am long- 
ing fer play in whieh a villain 
succeeds in tRe last act aa well 
as the first.

F YOU should take a stroll, some evening, 
along El Camino Real, or “the King’s Way,” 
in Toledo, the city of Spain where the famous 
swords of the Crusaders came from, you will 
marvel at the beauty of the little senoritas 
who walk, close to the house walls, in inter- 
minable procession, always on the inner side of 
the narrow pavement, and always in one direction.

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FTER spending six 
centuries on life’s funny 
page, Khoja Nasr-ed-Din 
has finally broken into 
the news columns, thanks 
to an American connois- 
seur of things comic. 
Khoja is dead, deader 
than an impractical joker 
should be, put perhaps he 
will turn over in his 
grave to show apprecia- 
tion for the publicity. 

News came over the cables from Constantinople 
the other day that Charles R: Crane, one-time Amer- 
ican Minister to China and a man of wealth, Nas of- 
fered a sum of money to rebuild Khoja’s tomb in 
Konia, Anatolia. Khoja’s jokes are as hale as ever, 
but his tomb, alas! has decayed with the passing 
years and is unworthy of its tenant. 


Khoja lived and died In Turkey in the fourteenth 
century. He has been called the “Turkish Joe 
Miller,” which is high praise indeed. One of his 
biographers has observed mournfully that Turkey 
has many saints, but only ome Khoja. He was a 
wag, a cynic, a comedian, teller of tales, a leader at 
prayers, a laugher at life, death and mother-in-laws. 
In fact, he told one of the first mother-in-law jokes 
on record. 

Thousands of anecdotes have become attached to 
his unpronougcable name. It is likely some of them 
were committed by others and blamed on him when 
he was too dead to protest. The same thing is being 
done right now with Chauncey Depew, who is very 
much alive, though in his 90's. Khoja, it seems, is 
a legendary figure about whom comicalities have 
multiplied like compound interest. 


A little more about the man himself, and then 
we'll get down to his joke book. Khoja means mas- 
ter, and Nasr-ed-Din means Victory of the Faith. He 
was born in the Angora region, where goats are got, 
and educated at Konia. He was schoolmaster, un- 
ordained prayer leader and court jester to the Em- 
peror Timur. He was stout of figure, but there are 
no pictures to prove it. 

He died at a ripe old age and was laid away in a 
convenient tomb, with his big green turban hung 
above, so he might don it without search should he 
be restored to this vale. Generations of Turks and 
foreigners were pilgrims to his vault—and then 
came the practical American to decide that a bigger 
and better tomb was in order. 


ELL, here are a few of Khoja’s collection—600 
years old but still prolific. If you have a 
mother-in-law, laugh this off: 

Khoja’s mother-in-law fell into a river. She could 
notswim. Witnesses, who could not swim, cried for 
help. Khoja dived in. The mother-in-law, of course, 
floated downstream, and Khoja, being Khoja, swam 
upstream.

“These great fish are also said to give off a bright 
phosphorescent light by which they are recognized 
at great depths at night in calm weather. For this 
reason the fishermen of the Celebes call them ‘Ikon 
Bintang,’ which means ‘star fish.’ The Malay fisher- 
men describe them, too, as spotted, as large as a 
whale and highly destructive to nets, which they 
instantly take up when they see the fish, if they can 
get time to do so; for it is known to destroy boats and 
whole lines of nets and fishing stakes if it once be- 
came entangled among them, to the ruin of the poor 
fishermen.”’ 


HE fairly recent invasion of our own waters by 

this astounding king of finny creatures ought to 
supply a rare incentive to ambitious and courageous 
fishermen. In 1912 a 45-foot specimen was captured 
by Capt. Charles Thompson off Miama. It weighed 
30,000 pounds, but was successfully mounted, loaded 
on a truck and when last heard from was touring the 
country as an extraordinary exhibition. 

On May 19, 1922, another 30-foot whale-shark was 
speared off the east coast of South America, not by 
e harpoon but by the prow of a 17-ton vessel. Thg 
extraordinary account of this killing was thus given 
by Capt. Zearfoss of the steamer American Legion: 

“Some time in the morning of May 19 a shark in 
attempting to cross our bow was struck by our stem. 
The speed of the ship through the water then hed it 
doubled round our bow. There was no shock (except 
to the nerves of the fish), 
and its presence was not 
discovered until daylight. 
During the morning an at- 
tempt was made to lift the 
body out of the water, but 
without success, and later 
the ship was stopped and 
backed, when the shark 
“was washed clear and im- 
mediately sank. The 
shark was struck immedi- 
ately behind the last gill 


, 


port side and about 22 feet of body on our starboard 
side.”’ 


HE last known capture, a 31-foot specimen, was 

reported from the Florida Keys on June 9, 1923. 
This monster was secured with two harpoons by Capt. 
Newton Knowles, who later fired into it 50 or 69 
shots from a .30-30 rifle. The giant fish did not 
offer much resistance, and by the afternoon it was 
so far subdued that it was towed by a houseboat and 
two guide boats to Long Key, where it was tied up to 
the dock about 11 p. m. The fish remained alive 
until some time the second day following, about 54 
hours after it was harpooned. 

This whale-shark was presentell to the museum 
and strenuous efforts were made to preserve the 
skin and bony structure, including the thousands of 
tiny teeth. But it had to be towed to Key West and 
was much mauled by the attacks of.tiger sharks on 
the way. And then, unfortunately, a spell of un- 
precedented hot weather set in. The water of Key 
West harbor reached a temperature of over 91 
degrees, and the carcass rapidly decomposed. It was 
therefore impossible to save the skin, but the mu- 
seum obtained parts of a tooth band, the occopital 
part of the skull and a number of vertebrae, The 
rest was lost. t 

The difficulties of handling a east of this size 
cannot be appreciated readily. Fifteen tons of fish is 
a formidable load for the greatest machinery. 

But the museum must have a complete specimen. 
Who will go out and get it?

Still 
roaring over this inimitable drollery, 
we begged the Prince to honor us by 
using our fountain pen. 

“Is there any ink in it?’”’ asked the 
Prince—which threw us into a renewed 
paroxysm of laughter. | 


HE Prince took the pen and very 
kindly autographed for us _ seven 
photographs of himself. He offered 
us more, but we felt that seven was 
about all we could use. We were still 


suffocated with laughter over the» 


Prince’s wit; His Highness was still 
signing photographs when an equerry 
appeared and whispered in the Prince’s 
ear. His Highness, with the consum- 
mate tact to be learned only at a court, 
turned without a word and left the 
room. 

We never, in all our experience, re- 
member seeing ‘a Prince—or a mer 
man for the matter of that—leave a 
room with. greater suavity, discretion 
or aplomb. It was a revelation of breed- 
ing, of race, of long slavery to caste. 

He did not come back. 

We understand that he appeared later 
in the morning at a civic reception in 
the costume of an Alpine Jaeger, and 
attended a matinee in the dress of a 
Lieutenant of police. 

Meantime, he has our pen. If he 
turns up in any costume that we can 
spot at sight we shall ask him for it.

even in the folios—with which he had 
nothing or little to do. This does not 
imply that he was deceiving the public, 
but only that the booksellers (publish- 
ers) recognized that his name had a sell- 
ing value and calmly appropriated it. 

In Elizabethan times the utmost con- 
fusion obtained in regard to authorship. 
A writes a play, B revises it, C rewrites 
it, till it becomes impossible to say to 
whom the play as it reaches us really 
belongs. This is the real Shakspeare 
preblem. 

The practice of employing a ghost to 
whose work the name of a well-known 
author could be attached was so con- 
venient to the booksellers that there 
was no chance of its being abandoned. 
It was in full force in the eighteenth 
century. Goldsmith alludes to it in 
“The Citizen of the World” in the in- 
terview between Lien Chi and a book- 
seller. 

“But, sir, it is time I should come to 
business. I have just now in the press 
a History of China; and if you will but 
put your name to it as the author, f 
shall repay the obligation with grati- 
tude.” This cool offer was rejected by 
the heathen Chinee with indignation, 
much to the bookseller’s surprise. 

Similarly, Chandler, a bookseller, 
suggested to Richardson in 1741 that a 
certain Kelly should’ write a continua- 


tion of “Pamela” and that Richardson 
should allow his name to be put on it. 
Needless to say the suggestion was 
treated with contempt. 

Many a renowned author was made 
to employ a ghost without his consent. 
Men like Curll had no scruple in pub- 
lishing books to which they put an 
author’s name without authority. Swift, 
Pope and others often protested, but 
in the chaotic state of the law at that 
time redress was difficult to obtain. 

It is somewhat of a shock to find that 
Charles Lamb saw no harm in the prac- 
tice, to judge from a letter of Oct. 11, 
1802. Coleridge had suggested that he 
should translate for a journal some Ger- 
man poems into prose, and that Lamb 
should versify them. Lamb demurred, 
but continued: “I will think of your 
offer in another light. I dare say Il 
could find many things, of a light na- 
ture, to suit that paper, which you 
would not object to pass upon Stuart as 
your own, and I should come in for 
some light profits and Stuart think the 
more highly of your assiduity.”’ 

But Lanib's idea of literary honesty 


was peculiar. He published a “Memoir_ 


of Listen,’’ which he acknowledged was 
“pure invention.” 

I cannot do more than refer to those 
authors whose output was so great that 
it is impossible they could have written 
them without assistance. Dumas, for 
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example, put his name to 282 volumes. 
There is a tale that on his asking his 
son: “Have you read my last story?” 
the son replied: “No, sir; have you?” 

To judge from modern novels and 
plays the ghost still walks as freely as 
ever. The hero of one of Gissing’s nov- 
els, an able writer who cannot get his 
work accepted, is reduced to acting as 
ghost to a fashionable lady novelist who 
can sell anything that has her name at- 
tached. She assures him that any rub- 
bish will do. Anstey’s “Giant’s Robe” 
turns on the appropriation by one of 
the characters of a book written by 
someone else, and his difficulty in liv- 
ing up to his spurious reputation. In 
a recent play by A. A. Milne, “The Truth 
About Blaydes,” the plot turns on 4 
similar incident, as does also W. J. 
Locke’s latest novel, ‘“‘The Tale of Tri- 
ona.”’ 

If further proof were needed, a ref- 
erence could be made to the advertise- 
ment columns of the Times,’in which 
the following appeared recently: 

“A literary ‘ghost’ will dispose of 
novel (accepted by publishers at part 
risk) to would-be celebrity for publica- 
tion under own name.”
